Benefits. associate themselves into an organization, 
even though these men may represent concerns that 
successfully handle contracts amounting to hundreds 
of thousands of dollars or firms whose annual busi- 
ness amounts to a very moderate sum. 

There are in the Allied Sheet Metal Contractors’ As- 
sociation of Chicago, members whose weekly payroll 
runs into thousands of dollars as well as those whose 
yearly payroll will not total $5,000 and even smaller 
concerns, and yet these concerns find by being mem- 
bers of this organization they can strengthen their own 
business and improve the general conditions of the 
sheet metal trade in Chicago. 

If there are any doubts at all as to the value of co- 
operative effort, the history of this organization would 
dispel these doubts, for in the few months since it 
came into existence it has accomplished not only a bet- 
ter general feeling among the members of the Asso- 
ciation but also several material improvements in the 
conditions under which the various firms do business. 

One of the principal features of the work which has 
been done is that while many of the sheet metal con- 
tractors of Chicago up to the time that the Associa- 
tion was formed had comparatively little appreciation 
of the importance Of a proper cost keeping system, 
they have now installed such systems, with the result 
that instead of making estimates on work without a 
full knowledge of what it is going to cost them, they 
are in position to figure intelligently, and knowing that 
most of those who seek the same business are also 
using similar systems of estimating, they are in posi- 
tion to demand and get better pay for their work, 
which naturally means greater profits for them. 

While the consuming public at first glance might not 
be especially interested in this feature except that work 
is going to cost more, the net result of the new condi- 
tion is that better work will be done. 

Another very important feature of the activities of 
the Association is that definite steps have been taken to 
provide for an ordinance under which, when it is 
passed by the City Council, it will be possible to stop 
rresponsible parties from engaging in the sheet metal 
contracting business, and for this every sheet metal 
‘ontractor of Chicago who lays claim to do reliable 
vork has reason to be thankful in more than ordinary 
neasure. 


AMERICAN ARTISAN has taken a great deal of inter- 
est in the work of organization in the sheet metal trade 
and has taken such active part in this work as circum- 
stances would permit. This has been done because of 
a full appreciation of the fact that the better organ- 
ized the sheet metal contractors are, the better will be 
the general conditions in the trade. 

Sheet metal contractors in Chicago, as well as in 
other localities, who are not now members of the 
National Association of Sheet Metal Contractors or of 
its subordinate local and city associations can take no 
step that will be more beneficial to them than to fol- 
low the example set by those who are now members 
of the Allied Sheet Metal Contractors’ Association of 
Chicago—and, incidentally, this applies to business 
men engaged in any other line, such as for instance, 
the retail hardware dealers. 


THE FActT that in every community there is a large 
number of automobile owners and that this number is 
fast increasing from year to year has 
opened up an entirely new avenue of

in the sale of accessories and repair parts 
for automobiles. 

While in some instances the dealer has not taken the 
full advantage of the opportunity thus presented, in 
most instances retail hardware stores that are con- 
ducted on a progressive and aggressive policy today 
carry well assorted stocks of the various articles com- 
prised under the general classification of Automobile 
Accessories. 

As AMERICAN ARTISAN has pointed out on numerous

occasions, the addition of a department of Automobile 
Accessories not only yields a direct profit to the retail 
hardware dealer but it brings into his store many 
persons who may not have been in the habit of trading 
with him but who when they become customers in this 
department can easily be induced to buy merchandise 
in other lines carried by the dealer, so that there is a 
double inducement for the dealer who has not as yet 
started a department of Automobile Accessories to do 
so now. 

The investment necessary to operate such a depart- 
ment need not be very large, owing to the fact that 
most manufacturers and wholesalers of Automobile 
Accessories carry good sized stocks ready for quick 
delivery, but it should be kept in mind by the dealer 
that to begin with he should have a fairly well assorted 
line of the accessories used on the machines which 
are most numerous in his community. It stands to rea- 
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son, of course, that there will be more demand for ac- 
cessories used on popular priced machines than for 
those that belong on the expensive cars, but the dealer 
should be in position to furnish a quick service on ar- 
ticles for these machines as well, which it will be pos- 
sible for him to do if he selects as his source of supply 
a house not too far away, and which can ship him such 
items on short notice. 

The important thing to remember in connection 
with the Automobile Accessories department is that in 
most cases whenever a repair part or a tire or a rim is 
needed, it is wanted at once, and this means that care- 
ful attention should be given to the matter of keeping 
the stock fully assorted at all times. 

It is worthy of note also that in most communities 
the automobile is now an all year vehicle and not put 
up during the winter, as was the case a few years ago, 
so that there will be a fairly steady demand all the 
year round for Automobile Accessories. To be sure, 
at some seasons there will be a stronger demand for 
certain specialties, just as there are in other lines 
carried by the retail hardware dealer and this, of 
course, is an important point for the dealer to keep in 
mind. 

The present is the accepted time for the hardware 
dealer who does not carry Automobile Accessories to 
open such a department and push it as aggressively as 
he knows how. 

On pages 25 to 27 of this issue of AMERICAN 
ARTISAN an article will be found which shows by 
specific examples how successful Automobile Acces- 
sories departments are being conducted. 








Tue Feperat Trade Commission, in a statement is- 
sued November 4th, announces that it will send out 
Getting at 2° letters of inquiry to American 
Facts About Manufacturers and producers and _ 10,- 
Foreign 000 letters to other authorities on foreign 
Trade. trade commission, such as export com- 
mission merchants, manufacturers’ agents, importers, 
publicists, lawyers, economists, bankers, engineers, etc., 
in order to complete the investigation which has been 
conducted during the past few months by the Commis- 
sion in public hearings in various parts of this country. 
The result of this investigation will be presented to 
Congress, to assist the latter in determining what 
action should ke taken by the government in the public 
interest for the promotion of American foreign trade. 
Through this letter of inquiry and the schedule of 
questions which accompanies it, the Federal Trade 
Commission hopes to get definite information from 
many different points of view and from the various 
sides of controverted questions. 

For instance, the 20,000 names of manufacturers 
and producers to which the letter will be sent represent 
every important branch of American industrial enter- 
prise and every shade of opinion in regard to the pres- 
ent problems of our foreign trade. The list takes in 
big and small business ; concerns that are old in the ex- 
port trade as well as those that are new; interests that 
want combination among American manufacturers for 
export and those who are opposed to such combina- 
tions; manufacturers of specialties as well as of 
staples; concerns whose foreign trade is limited to 





South America, Europe, Asia and those whose prod- 
ucts are sold all over the globe. The 10,000 other per- 
sons to whom the letters of inquiry are to be sent in- 
clude even greater diversity of interest and thought. 

3y obtaining facts and suggestions in this manner 
from a large number of persons with different points 
of view, the Commission expects to secure a great 
volume of valuable information. 

Some of the inquiries are designed to ascertain the 
general understanding of business men as to whether 
the anti-trust laws prohibit export combinations among 
American manufacturers and the views of men gen- 
erally as to whether such combinations are.in the pub- 
lic interest. Other questions are expected to develop 
highly interesting information in regard to “dumping” 
of foreign merchandise, either in the United States or 
in other markets. Information is also sought concern- 
ing the operations of foreign combinations and other 
conditions which affect American trade. 

Joseph E. Davies, chairman of the Federal Trade 
Commission, states that the Commission desires full 
and frank statements in reply, and that the inquiries 
have been drafted with this purpose in view. The 
person answering may designate any portion of his 
reply which he wishes to be held confidential, and the 
Commission will respect his wishes in this regard. 

It would appear from this statement that the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission is going into this investigation 
in a very efficient manner, the result of which cannot 
but be of the greatest importance to the American man- 
ufacturer, whether he expects to engage in export busi- 
ness or not, for the information which will be gained 
through this inquiry and which will be presented to 
Congress during the coming session will no doubt be 
the basis for new legislation and Government action 
which will affect American industry for many years 
to come and which, it is hoped, will cause American 
export trade to increase very materially and thus tend 
to prevent seasons of domestic over-production which 
are usually followed by seasons-of depression and un- 
der-consumption. 








IN THE September 18th issue of AMERICAN ARTISAN 
there was published on pages 24 to 26 an article en-

Hardware some of the advantages that accrue to 
Versus Private . 

Brands. the retail hardware dealer from featur- 

ing nationally advertised trademarked 
merchandise were pointed out, as well as a few of the 
many handicaps which he places*on himself by han- 
dling private brands. 

Printers’ Ink, the well known trade journal for ad- 
vertising men, in a recent editorial on this subject, 
states that syndicate stores, retail mail order houses 
and department stores feature nationally advertised 
trademarked merchandise for one reason only and in 
one way only: By quoting a cut¥price on a trade- 
marked article, they seek to convey the impression that 
all the other items sold by them are furnished to the 
consumer at similar reduced prices—an impression 
which is absolutely false. 

They have, however, another class of merchandise 
which is also featured very strongly—that of their own 
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,rivate brands—and this class of merchandise is fea- 
ured in an entirely different way and for an entirely 
lifferent purpose: Stress is laid upon the special 
manner in which the article is manufactured under 
ihe “special supervision” of the concern in question, 
but practically all prices asked of the consumer for 
these private brand articles are far in excess of what 
they ought to be—quality considered. 

Keeping this point in mind, the retail hardware 
dealer will see that for his own salvation’s sake, he 
must necessarily be on the side of the manufacturer 
and feature nationally advertised, trademarked mer- 
chandise. Instead of standing alone, the retail hard- 
ware dealer will then have behind him the force of the 
manufacturer’s advertising campaign and will thus be 
able to add a part of the good will created by the 
manufacturer for his product to his own.

A timely caution was that delivered the other day 
by Federal Judge Clarke of Cleveland to a group of 
men about to take the oath of allegiance which the 
government of the United States requires for natural- 
ization. 

“The taking of this oath,” declared the judge, “is 
as solemn a thing as any of you will do in his whole 
life. If there is any man among you who is not ready 
thus to renounce and disclaim all political connection 
with the country from which he came, or who is not 
ready to support the government of the United States 
in case of war even against his native country and 
whether he may think that war be right or wrong he 
should not go forward and take the oath of allegiance 
today.” 

Accepting partnership in the democracy of America 
is a solemn act, bringing responsibilities as well as 
privileges. It is well to have the point emphasized by 
one of Judge Clarke’s standing and influence. 

My good friend Leigh Mitchell Hodges, the “Opti- 
mist” of the Philadelphia North American, in one of 
his clever, cheer-giving articles tells of the road to 
Failure and Ruin and also indicates the way to Suc- 
cess. He mentions Doubt, Discouragement, Disap- 
pointment, Demoralization, Dilly-dallying, and the 
“Dumps.” They are all grouped under the general 
class of “Dee-dees.” He has this to say about Doubt: 
That it is a good and helpful thing if it does no more 
than stimulate the search for truth and knowledge, but 
that unless it is held in strong leash, it will lead one 
away from some things to which one should stick 
closer than a brother. Disappointment is another dan- 
gerous Dee-dee and so is Demoralization, and Dilly- 
dallying, according to Mr. Hodges, is the daddy of the 
whole Dee-dee family, the original member of the 
firm of Failure and Ruin. 

The best plan, he says, is to take all of these Dee- 
dees by the tail and swing them into the cemetery of 
Determination. That spells Death for the Dee-dees. 

If we would just be a little more inclined to grit 
our teeth instead of letting things slide, there wouldn't 
be quite so many cases of doubt or discouragement 
getting the best of us. There is quite a bit of real life 
giving strength in that idea that if we only have the 
will there will be found a way out of almost every 
dilemma. The man who is willing to give up whenever 
difficulties confront him never develops any character 
that is worth while and he never mounts very high

CHRISTOPHER J. PRENTISS. 


It was a little more than fifty years ago that Gen- 
eral Sherman made his famous march to the sea and 
there are those who say that it was during this march 
that he made the remark which is credited to him about 
war being 

In those days South Carolina was about as un- 
pleasant a place to live in as anyone could find and 
during the reconstruction period conditions were not 
much more pleasant. But men and women went 
through their daily work, crops were raised and mar- 
keted, the old business enterprises were being put 
back on a stable foundation, children were being born 
and the hard feelings which had existed during the 
early 60’s were dying. 

It was during that period 

that a healthy youngster was 
born in a South Carolina fam- 
ily and his parents gave him 
the name of Christopher J. 
Prentiss. His birthday is June 
6, 1867. His birthplace was 
on the line of Sherman’s 
march to the sea between 
Charleston and Savannah. 

Young Chris—as he was 
known then and as he is 
known today among his hun- 
dreds of friends—was sent to 
school in Charleston and after 
finishing school went to work 
for Mark Lazarus, a retail 
hardware dealer of that city, 
with whom he was employed 
for three years. 

He then became employed 
with the firm of S. R. Mar- 
shall and Company, hardware 
jobbers of Charleston, re- 
maining with this concern un- 
til 1889, when he associated himself with W. B. Bel- 
knap and Company, Louisville, Kentucky. He was 
with this hardware jobbing firm for fourteen years un- 
til 1903, when he decided to take up traveling as a 
manufacturers’ representative calling on the Southern 
hardware jobbers from the Virginias to Texas, being 
engaged in this work for two years. 

In 1905 he became connected with the Simmons 
Hardware Company, St. Louis, Missouri, as a buyer 
and was associated with that Company until March 
15, 1915, when he was elected a director and associate 
secretary of the Van Camp Iron and Hardware Com- 
pany, Indianapolis, Indiana. In addition to being an 
officer of the Company, he is also the managing head 
of the buying department in this well known large and 


progressive wholesale hardware and supply house. 

Chris Prentiss proved himself a most valuable man 
in every concern with which he was connected, and 
there is no doubt that in his new work he will make 
as much, if not a greater success than has already 
been his. His ability as a buyer and his safe judgment 
in regard to men and merchandise have been demon- 
strated so well in his former positions that there is 
every reason to expect that his new connection will 
prove a most profitable one. for the Company with 
which he is affiliated as well as for himself. 

They say that Mr. Prentiss owes his success as a 
buyer to the fact that he acts on the principle that 
when a salesman comes to see him and endeavors to 

sell him an article or a line of 
goods, he looks upon this 
salesman as a man who is in 
position to help him increase 
the profits of the concern for 
which he acts as a buyer. 
This viewpoint might well 
be adopted by buyers for 
other concerns, for there is 
no question that it results in 
better relations between the 
salesmen and buyer, the ef- 
fect of which naturally shows 
itself in some advantageous 
terms as well as in many lit- 
tle special favors being shown 
the buyer who treats - the 
salesmen in that spirit. The 
“grouchy” buyer, while he 
may consider himself ex- 
tremely clever in trying to 
browbeat the traveling sales- 
men who call on him, usually 
has to pay for his discourtesy 
and unpleasant manner by fail- 
ing to get the “insides” which the salesmen are often 
in position to offer as well as by losing out on little 
points of information which in many cases make it 
possible for him to increase sales. 

Chris Prentiss, as has been said, is known as one 
of the best buyers in the hardware business and is 
very popular and well liked among traveling salesmen, 
but they are not the only ones who regard Chris as a 
friend for he has a large number im the entire trade 
and especially among the traveling salesmen. 

All of these friends will wish him all the success in 
the important position he now holds, and they are a 
unit in saying that “Chris” is bound to mount ‘still 
higher, for he “knows his job” from every angle of 
the business. 
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HALL OF FAME 








E. VERNON HILL, M. D. 





As a general rule, the business man looks upon the 
professional man as a theorist who is rather unwilling 
to let his theories be tried out in practice and to whose 
theories therefore, very little attention need be paid 
so far as everyday business is concerned. And yet 
one often finds a professional man who has so thor- 
oughly demonstrated the practicability of his ideas and 
the usefulness of his suggestions that the business man 
is actually forced to accept him as a guide in his trade 
or business. 

Such a man is Dr. E. Vernon Hill, the head of the 
Division of Ventilation of the Sanitary Bureau of the 
Department of Public Health of the City of Chicago, 
for he has carried out his ideas on sanitation in ven- 
tilation in such a thoroughly 
practical manner and demon- 
strated that the ideal condi- 
tion in ventilation is not only 
obtainable, but that it is the 
best possible condition under 
which pleasure seekers in 
theaters and auditoriums may 
congregate, and _ industrial 
workers perform their labor 
in factories and shops. 

The fact that he is a doctor 
of medicine has, of course, 
had much to do with his high 
degree of efficiency, because 
he has not been willing to sac- 
rifice his ideal in sanitation 
and yield to influence that 
might be brought.to bear up- 
on him and which might have 
caused a man without the 
scientific knowledge which he 
has acquired to yield a point 
or two when political pressure 
was brought to bear. 

It is stated on good authority that Dr. Hill’s division 
is one of those in the City Hall of Chicago where 
political pull or influence of other sorts does not have 
any effect, the only question being in deciding on a 
plan for ventilation which has been submitted whether 
that plan provides sufficient fresh air at the proper 
temperature to make the persons in the room or build- 
ing breathe healthful air or not. 

E. Vernon Hill was born in Jamestown, Pennsyl- 
vania, October 25, 1877, so that he is not quite 38 years 
of age, but while his face does not indicate that he is 
nearing the 40-year mark, there are enough silver 
threads in his hair to give one reason for believing that 
if gray hairs are caused by much thinking, the Doc- 
tor must have done quite a considerable lot of think- 








ing. 

He attended the schools of his home town and be- 
ing particularly interested in engineering, he secured 
a position after he had passed through high school 
with the Lake Shore Railroad in its engineering de- 
partment specializing on the building and installation 
of engines and boilers and later on took up the civil 
engineering branch of the science until 1899, when he 
came to Chicago and enrolled as a student in the Rush 
Medical College which in 1902 was affiliated with ghe 
great University of Chicago, from which he graduated 
in 1903. 

Shortly after receiving his diploma as a full-fledged 
doctor of medicine he was appointed a school physician 
by Dr. Whalen, who was 
Commissioner of Public 
Health during Mayor Dunne’s 
administration, and he has 
served in that department 
ever since under Doctors W. 
A. Evans, George B. Young 
and John Dill Robertson, the 
present Commissioner of 
Public Health. 

Owing to the fact that Dr. 
Hill in his younger days, as 
mentioned in the foregoing, 
had been interested in various 
branches of engineering and 
especially in that connected 
with steam and boiler con- 
struction, he took up as a spe- 
cial study in connection with 
his work in the Department 
of Public Health, the problem 
of ventilation, soon becoming 
known as an exponent of the 
idea that proper ventilation 
in schools, theaters and other 
buildings was something to which the municipal au- 
thorities should pay considerable attention, and when 
the Division of Ventilation was first thought of, he 
was naturally picked as the man to take charge of the 
organization of that Division and he has made an 
enviable record for himself and has made the Division 
very helpful to those engaged in the installation of 
ventilating apparatus. He was recently elected presi- 
dent of the Chicago Commission on Ventilation. 

Dr. Hill is a member of the Chicago Chapter of the 
American Society of Heating and Ventilating Engi- 
neers and is also a high degree Mason. He has many 
friends in the ventilating field and they all regard him 
as a man who very capably fills the important posi- 
tion which he occupies.

CATALOG. 








The Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce is 
in receipt of an export catalog of French industries 
which should prove of much interest to American man- 
ufacturers and importers, as it shows the great energy 
of the French manufacturers and their determination 
to stay in the export field notwithstanding the heavy 
difficulties caused by the European war. The catalog 
contains announcements in detail of 548 manufac- 
turers from all parts of France. It advertises 1,602 
different kinds of articles, and almost all the announce- 
ments and advertisements are printed in three or four 
languages. Some are even printed in eight languages, 
including Greek, Japanese, and Chinese. Notwithstand- 
ing the general standstill of business, owing to the war, 
the catalog, which in its 1913-14 issue contained only 


I1QI pages, contains 247 pages in its 1915 edition. It 
forms an excellent guide to French manufacturers, and 
may be consulted at the Bureau or its branch offices.

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NEW WORK ON SOUTH AMERICAN FINANCIAL 
AFFAIRS. 





A new publication has just been issued by the Bu- 
reau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, Department 
of Commerce, which should be of interest to all who 
are giving attention to the problem of the extension of 
our trade abroad. It is entitled “Financial Develop- 
ments in South American Countries,” and reviews in 
a very clear manner the situation as regards the cur- 
rency, the money market, the principal banks, and the 
general condition of business in Argentina, Bolivia, 
Brazil, Chile, Peru, and Uruguay, during the last two 
or three years. Special emphasis is placed on the re- 
sults of the European war and the measures taken by 
the various governments, financial institutions, and 
commercial communities to meet the situation thus cre- 
ated. Bankers, manufacturers and exporters who wish 
to obtain definite and up-to-date information with re- 
gard to the present state of affairs in South America as 
to credit extension, government finances, currency con- 
version, emergency measures and prospective changes 
and reforms should acquaint themselves with the con- 
tents of this book, which can be obtained from the Su- 
perintendent of Documents, Government Printing 
Office, Washington, D. C., for the price of 5 cents.

The sales force in the average 
store is unable to handle the business during such rush 
times and customers are frequently left to their own 
amusement, They usually spend this time in studying 
the merchandise on counters and show cases and when 
these articles are price tagged, the customer is given 
the information he usually seeks first from the clerk. 
While awaiting the attention of a clerk the customer 
may oftentimes be influenced by the price tags to 
swell his purchases. Price tags are silent and inex- 
pensive, yet potent sales factors.

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Thanksgiving Presents Profit Opportunities 
to Retail Hardware Dealers

Some retail hardware dealers appear to conduct 
their business on the idea that there are only two sea- 
sons in which large sales 
can be made and that spe- 
cial occasions such as 
Thanksgiving or Christmas 
are not of particular im- 
portance so far as_ in- 
creased sales and profits in 
the retail hardware store 
are concerned. 

Nothing is farther from 
the true facts of the case 

William T. Gormiey. than such an idea, for 
while to a degree, the retail hardware business is a 
seasonable one, the extent to which this applies is 
limited only by the ingenuity, influence and ability to 
plan ahead possessed by the individual. 

For instance, the Thanksgiving family dinners 
which have come to be regarded as an institution of 
the American family life present a large number of 
sales and profit opportunities to the hardware dealer 
who will prepare himself for the demand for the 
many various articles that are used by the housewife 





in preparing and serving these dinners. 

[ shall in the following endeavor to outline some of 
the methods by which the hardware dealer may se- 
cure his full share of the trade that can be worked up 
for this occasion. 

The first item that suggests itself is naturally that 
of the roaster in which the “piece de resistance” is 
baked or roasted and a considerable number of sales 
can easily be made if the hardware dealer will make it 
a point to call the attention, in the proper manner, to 
the stock that he carries in the various grades, shapes 
and metals of these roasters. 

Then, of course, there are food choppers, for use in 
grinding the dry bread for the dressing, chopping up 
apples and celery for the salad, as well as the giblets 
and other ingredients that go into the gravy. 

Along with this, there will be a demand for various 
other dishes and appliances that are used by the mod- 
ern housewife in preparing her Thanksgiving dinner. 

But it is really when we leave the kitchen and enter 
the dining room that the real profit making opportuni- 
ties present themselves, for here we have sets of din- 
ner-ware in china and semi-porcelain, cut glass dishes 
from the small jelly nappy to the large bowl and water 
pitcher, and all of these lend themselves very nicely to 
effective display, both in the store and in the show 
windows. 

But the opportunities have not been exhausted as 
yet, for there is the table cutlery in solid silver or 
plated ware to be brought forward and called to the 
attention of possible customers, and then there are 


silver and plated cake dishes, tea and coffee per- 
colators, and many other articles that lend adornment 
to the table. 

It is, of course, necessary that the hardware dealer 
should have a fairly well assorted stock of these var- 
ious articles that have been mentioned in the fore- 
going, but the mere fact that he has these articles in 
stock is by no means sufficient—he must bring them to 
the attention of as many people in his community as 
possible, and for this purpose he has two avenues of 
advertising. 

The one which will probably suggest itself first to 
the average hardware dealer is that of his windows, 
and these can be used to good purpose provided at- 
tractive window displays are arranged in a suggestive 
manner, 

For instance, one of the most effective methods of 
displaying chinaware is a dining-room table with a 
buffet or sideboard in a corner on which may be ar- 
ranged the various dishes, as if the table were set for 
a party of four or more persons, which will give an 
opportunity to display all the various dishes that are 
used in serving a Thanksgiving dinner, and to lend 
life to the window display it might be well to arrange 
on some of the dishes articles of food that natu- 
rally go with Thanksgiving dinner, such as jelly, celery, 
nuts, etc. 

In the foreground of the window, sets of knives, 
forks and spoons and special pieces of silverware for 
serving, such as gravy ladles, cold meat forks, carv- 
ing sets, salad spoons, etc., might be arranged, to- 
gether with pieces of cut glass, tea pots and coffee 
percolators and other articles of similar character. 

It is well to remember in this connection that the 
window display loses one of its chief powers of sales 
production if show cards and price tickets are not 
used. This does not mean that the price ticket should 
be obtrusive in any way, as a neatly lettered small card 
will not detract in any way from the beauty of the 
display but on the contrary will add very much to the 
selling force. 

For the next couple of weeks every issue of the local 
paper should contain advertisements calling special at- 
tention to the ability of the retail hardware dealer to 
fill the wants of the trade in the lines that are espe- 
cially associated with the celebration of this annual 


holiday feast. 

These advertisements should contain special infor- 
mation about the various articles the¥dealer has for 
sale, illustrating and describing some of them and 
quoting prices at which they can be bought at his store.

It is well to remember in this connection that the 
average person who owns or operates an automobile 
is not inclined to haggle much on the price question 
provided the matter is put before him in the right 
light. In fact, price in most cases cuts comparatively 
little figure, the main point being that the store has 
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the article which is wanted at the particular time or is 
in position to get it for the customer on short notice. 
For this reason, the hardware dealer who decides 
to put in a stock of Automobile Accessories should 
make the variety as large as his investment will allow 
taking care, of course, to gauge his purchases accord- 
ing to the predominating grade of cars that are owned 
in his particular community, for it will, of course, be 
recognized that where only light-weight, inexpensive

cars are used there will not be much demand for heavy 


and costly accessories. 

When his stock has been chosen, properly marked 
and put in place in the store, the next thing to con- 
sider is the matter of display, and for this purpose it 
will be well in the first place to devote one or two floor 
show cases to accessories of the smaller sort which 
lend themselves to display in that manner. 


Next comes the window display and here, of course. 
the point should be kept in mind that the purpose oi 
the window display is to bring customers into the stor< 

For this reason the window display should be mac; 
as striking as possible, and every article displayed 
should carry a card showing the purpose for which 
the article is to be used as well as the price at which 
it is sold. 

Such a window display should not be allowed to 
remain unchanged more than a week, and it will be 
found good policy if the store has more than one good 
sized window to keep at least a part of such a’ window 
for the particular purpose of displaying automobile 
accessories all the time, for in comparatively few lo- 
calities is the automobile now being put up for the 
winter, and there are many very profitable specialties 
to be sold to the automobilist during that season. 

The first of the three illustrations that are shown 
in this article is a reduction of a full page advertise- 
ment which was run recently in the Evening Tribune, 
Winnipeg, Manitoba, by the J. H. Ashdown Hardware 
Company of that city. Although a number of other ar- 
ticles are featured in this advertisement, the great ma- 
jority belong in the class of Automobile Accessories, 
and as every description is readable in the reproduc- 
tion, retail hardware dealers will find this advertise- 
ment worthy of more than cursory attention. The de- 
scriptions are of the sort that bring customers into the

store with a definite idea in their mind to purchase 
some particular article. 

The second illustration is the introductory adver- 
tisement of Marshall Field and Company, Chicago, 
which was run in a number of the Chicago morning 
and evening papers at the time that the Automobile 
Accessories Section was opened by that Company a 
few weeks ago. Here it will be noticed also that the 
descriptions are full of information, and although the 
introduction has something to say about attractive 
prices, it will also be noticed that there are none of 
the so-called “comparative” price statements made, 
which by the way is a policy adhered to very strictly 
by this concern and only deviated from in very excep- 
tional cases. 

These two advertisements will give the retail hard- 
ware dealer a good idea of how to advertise his Auto- 
mobile Accessories Department in his local news- 
papers. In addition to the newspaper advertising, he 
will, of course, make good use of the many pamphlets 
and folders which the manufacturers of the various 
articles will be glad to furnish him with—either in- 
cluding them with his own circular advertisements that 
he mails out or distributing them in some other effec- 


tive manner. 
The third illustration shown herewith gives an idea 
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~ how a Toronto retailer advertised his Automobile 
\ccessories Department in the business -street most 

frequented by autoists. Six men were equipped with 

indwich boards, the fronts of which are shown in the 
illustration, the rear boards carrying the following 
text matter: Number one: “Don’t you know Pear- 
son’s? Well, Number two will tell you. He is com- 
ing along.” Number two: ‘“Pearson’s White Store, 
\Vellesley and Yonge Streets. The up-town Automo- 
bile Accessories Store.” Number three: “Where do 
| come from? Why! Pearson’s Automobile Acces- 
sories Store.” Number four: “And when I left, they 
were asking for you.” Number five: “Well, Pear- 
son’s are looking for you ‘at 559 Yonge Street.” 
Number six: “I’m it, I come and go. Pearson’s 
come to stay.” 

The men had instructions to keep 25 paces apart 
in order that motorists 4nd pedestrians would have the 
opportunity to read the matter on the boards. When 
the six men had completed their beat, they reversed 


the boards and started on a return trip to the store. 


The first board carried this inscription: “We are go- 
ing to the up-town Automobile Accessories Store,” 
and the last board in the new procession read, “Come 
with us to Pearson’s, 559 Yonge Street, Automobile 
Accessories Store.” S. L. Pearson, the owner of the 
store, states that a great many new customers were 
secured as a result of this publicity stunt which was 
kept up for two weeks. 





NEW MOTOR WRENCH. 


A new model motor wrench, shown in the accom- 
panying illustration, has been placed on the market by 
the Bemis and Call Hardware and Tool Company, 
Springfield, Massachusetts. It is said to be well 
adapted for use on automobiles, motor cycles, motor 
boats, gasoline engines and for all other purposes 
where a thin, strong, adjustable wrench is required. 
This model, Number-8o, is described as having the

head set on an angle of 22 degrees and is provided 
with a straight handle; the jaws are made thin enough 
for check nuts and close, contracted spaces and are 
suitable for hexagonal as well as square nuts. On ac- 
count of this special design, it is claimed to possess 
rigid strength where the usual type of offset head ad- 
justable wrenches are weak and liable to break.

CARBON REMOVER AND GASOLINE SAVING 
DEVICE FOR AUTOS. 


Among the various appliances for removing carbon 
‘eposits from the cylinders, valves and spark plugs of 
gasoline engines, stands the L. C. W. Carbon Remover 
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and Gasoline Saving Device, here illustrated, for use 
on automobiles, motor boats, motor cycles and other 
vehicles propelled by gasoline engines. It is claimed 
to positively remove the carbon from the cylinders, 
valves and spark plugs, to keep them free from carbon 
at al Jtimes and to effect a saving of at least 25 percent 
of the gasoline. The device is described as being con- 
structed on simple, scientific principles and having a

ring sprayer inserted between the carbureter and the 
intake manifold, which gives the proper air at all times 
and makes it impossible for the gasoline to enter the 
cylinders except as a vapor. The moist air taken from 
the radiator through this sprayer is said to prevent the 
carbon from forming because of the perfect carburi- 
zation of the fuel, also greatly decreasing the gasoline 
consumption. For cars not equipped with a self starter, 


‘a priming cup attachment may be added which is said 


to enable one to start the car on cold, frosty mornings 
with only a few turns of the crank. Further informa- 
tion about this carbon remover and gasoline saver may 
be obtained from the Walter-Bloomer Company, 530 
East 39th Street, Chicago.

of the background formed the main portion of the 
arrangement and was painted white, the space below 
being finished with black cloth to make a strong con- 
trast. The arch itself carried a neat display of 
pocket-knives arranged in groups with price tags, and 
the space between the uprights contained safety razors 
and a mechanical device which showed a man rocking 
a baby and shaving with a safety razor at the same 
time, and which was operated by clockwork. At the 
base of the arch were shown razors with cases and 
artificial flowers and green leaves placed just inside 
the arch lent an attractive tone to the display. 

The upper portion of the left wall held household 
specialties such as chafing dishes, percolators and bak- 
ing dishes. On the floor were displayed carving sets, 
shears, manicure sets and small fancy articles includ- 
ing plated grape fruit dishes, egg holders, etc. Large 
shear cards and carving sets occupied places at the 


sides and every portion of the window was well util- 
ized to show the wares without making the effect too 
crowded.

The background of the window was made of frame 
work covered with white marble paper. The two 
columns were of six inch stove pipe supporting a cross 
bar which bore the word “Greetings” in large gold and 
green bronze letters. Between the columns stood a 
chafing dish and to either side were arranged perco- 
lators and baking dishes. On the lower portion of the 
background a row of skates were hung and two large 
nickeled trays rested below the columns. A large 
show card to the left announced “Quitable Christmas 
Gifts.” 

The main feature of the display was a revolving 
cylindrical stand, built of brass safety chains, a bicycle 
wheel, a large milk pan and a wire hoop from whicl 
were suspended half a dozen paper boxes. The whee! 
was fastened to the ceiling and belted to a small moto! 
that ran the electric sign flasher. On top of the pan 
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siood a nickeled baking dish and to the green crepe 
paper around the sides were attached nail files, scis- 
ors, knives and manicure sets. In the paper boxes 
were placed safety razor sets, shaving soap and 
brushes. The column in the center also was covered 
with green crepe paper and displayed a number of 
watches. 

The floor was covered with red paper and had the 
foreground edged with evergreen branches.

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RETAILERS OF METROPOLITAN DISTRICT 
OF NEW YORK ENDORSE STEVENS 
BILL. 





(he Conference of Independent Retailers of the 
\letropolitan District of New York met at the Hotel 
\stor, New York City, on Wednesday, October 27th. 
This meeting was called for the purpose of discussing 
the passage of the Stevens bill, the elimination of trad- 
ing stamps and premium coupons as a trade factor and 
the prevention of fraudulent advertising. 

The first speaker was the Honorable Ogden L. Mills, 
New York State Senator. Senator Mills spoke on his 
bill, introduced in the New York legislature to prevent 
fraudulent advertising in every conceivable form. This 
measure applies equally to service as well as merchan- 
dise and covers every statement made in a circular, 
letter, newspaper or window card. The proposed ordi- 
nance fixes a minimum penaly of $25.00, which can 
be increased to $1,000 or one. year in jail, or both. 
Senator Mills’ talk was listened to attentively and his 


' closing statement that fraudulent advertising creates 


distrust of all advertising among consumers was heart- 
ily applauded. 

Dr. Lee Galloway, professor of Commerce and In- 
dustry at the New York University, was next on the 
program. Dr. Galloway delivered an interesting and 
instructive address on the social and econorhic effect 
of the Stevens bill. One of his statements was that 
all of the evils of merchandising could be traced to 
price-cutting. Dr. Galloway went on to say that the 
consumer today is demanding service above price, and 
that this service could be best rendered by the inde- 
pendent retailer, whose interests were seriously threat- 
ened by price-cutting. 

The Honorable Daniel J. Griffen, congressman from 
the Eighth District of New York, who was on the pro- 
gram, sent a letter of regrets. In his letter Congress- 
man Griffen stated that he believed the Stevens bill 
would be a means of supplementing the Sherman act 
and that he would support this measure when it came 
up for passage. 

Samuel T. Henry of the National Association of Re- 
tail Druggists was called upon next. Mr. Henry 
heartily indorsed the Stevens bill and pledged his sup- 
port for it. 

A resolution was next presented, protesting against 
unfair methods used to fight the Stevens bill and re- 
affirming the independent retailers’ confidence in this 
bill. 

This meeting was largely attended and the spirit 
manifested made it-evident that the retailers are fully 
awakened to the necessity of protecting their interests 
by giving their concerted support to the Stevens bill.

Harry F. Atwood Speaks on Team Work in Business Prablems. 

At the Weekly Luncheon, Tuesday, November sec- 
ond, Harry F. Atwood, a well known lawyer, promi- 
nent member of the Hamilton Club and a noted 
Chatauqua lecturer, addressed a large and apprecia- 
tive audience on the subject of “Team Work in Busi- 
ness Problems.” 

Mr. Atwood said in part: 

“We have today an entirely new type of business 
man—just as different from the type prevalent a hun- 
dred years ago, as is the old fashioned crude wooden 
plow from the great 20-shear gang plow operated by a 
giant tractor—and this change has come as a natural 
result of the invention of steam, gas and electric 
power. 

“To my mind, the business man of today represents 
a far wider step forward than does the present-day 
lawyer or other professional men, for while we of the 
professions go by precedents and, so to speak, live in 
the past, the modern business man is every day estab- 
lishing new precedents and creating new conditions 
and situations. 

“And with this spirit of progress and creativeness 
has come also a fuller appreciation of the fact that 
only by cooperation can the really great purposes and 
objects for which our modern civilization stands be 


accomplished. 

“This idea of cooperation is, of course, not a new 
one, but it is not until comparatively recently that the 
principle of cooperation has been generally accepted. 

“The spirit of Team Work or cooperation is one of 


the most encouraging signs of the times. We are be- 
ginning to realize that ‘Big Business’ is not of neces- 
sity ‘Bad Business,’ but rather a natural and healthy 
outgrowth of the changed conditions under which we 
live. We know now that unless our great industrial, 
commercial and transportation enterprises can make 
money, we ourselves, will not be likely to have much 
spare cash to spend, and so we are accepting the spirit 
of Team Work in our relations with these great factors 
in our national and individual prosperity. 

“With this spirit of Team Work we shall overcome 
the evil which has been wrought by the demagogue 
who berails successful business enterprises and en- 
deavors to hinder our industrial, commercial and finan- 
cial progress by restrictive legislation without taking 
into consideration the effect such legislation inevitably 
must have on all classes—the laboring man as well as 
the employer ; the great executive of a gigantic enter- 
prise as well as the owner of a small shop or store.”’ 

Mr. Atwood concluded his remarks with the recital 
of the following poem in which the spirit of Team 
Work is beautifully expressed: 

Co-operation in Nature. 


“Help one another,” the snowflakes said, 

As they nestled down in their fleecy bed, 

“One of us here would not be felt, one of us here would 
quickly melt, 

But I'll help you and you help me, and then what a great 
white drift there’ll be.”

“The sun would wither me here alone, long. enough ere the 
day is gone, 

But I'll help you and you help me, 

And then what a splendid shade there’ll be.”

OBITUARY. 


Charles H. Conover. 

Charles H. Conover, president of Hibbard, Spencer, 
Bartlett and Company, Chicago, died Thursday morn- 
ing, November fourth, at his home, 1200 Lake Shore 
Drive, after an illness of a little over two weeks. The 
immediate cause was pneumonia. 

Mr. Conover was born July 12, 1847, in Easton, 
Pennsylvania, but received his school education in Buf- 
falo, New York, where also he secured his first posi- 
tion with a hardware firm. In 1871 he came to Chi- 
cago and entered the employ of Hibbard and Spencer 
as a buyer, remaining with this concern and its suc- 
cessors until his demise. When the business was in- 
corporated under its present name, in 1881, he be- 
came a director and secretary, and later on he was 
also chosen general manager. When A. C. Bartlett 
retired from the presidency and became chairman of 
the board of directors, Mr. Conover was selected to 
take his place as president, having become vice-presi- 
dent in 1904. 

There are few men in the hardware trade who did 
not know Mr. Conover, either personally or other- 
wise, and all of them recognized him as a man of 
sterling character, great ability and helpful and 
friendly spirit. He was loved and admired by the 
employes of the Company with which he had been 
connected for over 44 years. 

Mr. Conover was prominent in financial and rail- 
road circles as well as in the hardware field, being a 
director of the National Bank of the Republic and the 
Chicago Great Western Railroad, besides being identi- 
fied with numerous other interests. He was a member 
of the Chicago, the Commercial and the Glen View 
Golf Clubs and the Chicago Athletic Association, and 
in all of these he had a large number of friends. 

Four children survive, Mrs. Ralph Owen, Mrs. Eu- 
gene S. Talbot, Miss Margaret Boardman Conover 
and Henry Boardman Conover. Mrs. Conover, who 
was Miss Delia Boardman, died a little over a year 
ago.

PATTERN FOR TEE BRANCHES. 





BY 0. W. KOTHE. 

Replying to the inquiry of “Subscriber” for Tee 
patterns of 8, 9 and 10 inches in diameter, this drawing 
will give a solution. 

“Tees” having the same diameter that are at right 
angles, are developed the same and all you need to do 
is to strike a circle to suit the diameter of the Tee. 
Draw the end view “A” and divide the half circle into 
equal spaces. Mark off the stretchout of pipe as 4-4 
in pattern; divide in twice as many equal spaces as 


thus giving you points for tracing the miter cut. Laps 
should be allowed extra.

Should you want a Tee to fit on a pipe of larger 
diameter as a 6 inch on a 10 inch, or any size for that 
matter, then proceed as shown by lower drawing “B”. 
Draw the end view with half circle divided into eqtal 
spaces. From these points erect lines to large arc as 
in points 1’-2’-3’-4’.. Next lay off the stretchout and 
draw stretchout lines, after which extend points over 
from end view into stretchout, or pick the length of 
lines with dividers and transfer them into stretchout,

If anyone a few months ago had stated that an or- 
vanization could be formed among sheet metal con- 
tractors in Chicago and that this organization inside of 
a year would have a membership of practically 100 
active sheet metal contractors, most of those who were 
conversant with conditions in Chicago would have 
been inclined to scoff at the idea—indeed, some did 
scoff, 

But the organization was formed and has during its 
short life already accomplished several important im- 
provements in the conditions under which the sheet 
metal trade is carried on in Chicago. 


A.very notable instance of the better feeling which 
has been created was the Get Together Dinner given 
under the auspices of the Allied Sheet Metal Contrac- 
tors’ Association of Chicago, on Tuesday evening, in 
the rooms of the Hardware Club, for here were gath- 
ered upwards of a hundred representatives of firms 
engaged in the trade. There were men whose annual 
business tums close to a million dollars, as well as those 
who employ only a few workers in their small shops; 
men who have been engaged in the sheet metal con- 
tracting business for over forty years and those who 
have only been engaged as sheet metal contractors for 
a short space of time, with all the many intervening 
steps between these extremities. 

The spirit ‘of the meeting was one of great en- 
thusiasm, accompanied by a full appreciation of the 
important work which lies before the Association, the 
difficulties that must be overcome and the necessity for 
working together for the accomplishment of the com- 
mon object of them all—the bringing of better condi- 
tions for the entire trade. 


The members and their guests sat down to a bounti- 


ful dinner at 7:15 P. M., and after the coffee had been 
served and the cigars lighted, President John C. Mc- 
Farland bid the assembly welcome and introduced Paul 
L. Biersach, secretary of the Master Sheet Metal Con- 
tractors’ Association of Milwaukee and fourth vice- 
president of the National Association. Mr. Biersach 
recalled the meetings that were held preliminary to the 
organization of the Allied Sheet Metal Contractors’ 
Association at which he was present and expressed his 
gratification over the splendid growth of the “baby” 
organization which in a few months has become one of 
the largest Locals of the National body. 

Address of Dr. E. Vernon Hill. 

Dr. E. Vernon Hill, Inspector in Charge of the Ven- 
tilating Division of the Health Department of Chi- 
cago, was then introduced and spoke briefly on some 
of the activities in which his Division was engaged and 
of some of the ways by which the Municipal Govern- 
ment might help the sheet metal contractors of Chicago 
to improve conditions in the trade. 

Dr. Hill said in part: “There are two main reasons 
why men engaged in the same trade or business should 


organize themselves. First, to disseminate definite 
knowledge of their craft by discussions, papers and 
personal contact with each other, and second, to ac- 
complish an improvement of the business status, finan- 
cial and otherwise, of the various members. 


“I take it from what I have heard of your organ- 
ization that you have both of these objects in view and 
are working earnestly for these purposes, and I can 
assure you that the Health Department of Chicago, 
and especially the Division over which I am in charge, 
will cooperate with you in every way possible. 

“As an instance of this, I might cite the fact that we 
have in our Department a large number of lantern 
slides showing how good work should be done, as well 
as how work should not be done—these pertaining 
especially to the construction and installation of ven- 
tilation apparatus—and [ shall be glad to show them 
to your Association at such a time as you may decide 
upon at one of your meetings. 

“With regard to the matter of licensing the sheet 
metal contractor, I may say that the Department looks 
with favor upon the movement which you have started, 
but careful study is necessary, before the ordinance 
providing for such a license is drafted and presented 
for passage to the City Council—study ofall the vari- 
ous angles of the sheet metal trade which will be af- 
fected, as well as of all the ordinances and statutes 
which are already in existence. 

“T do not believe that there is any one person here 
who does not wish to do the very best class cf work, 
and I am satisfied that you know how to do this kind 
of work, but the difficulty is that under the present 
conditions you have to compete with men that either 
do not know how to do good work or who do not care 
whether they do good work or not, with the result that 
when you submit a bid on a job, you are placed in 
competition with concerns who because of their will- 
ingness to ‘skin’ the job, underbid you and often se- 
cure the contract. 

“There are three effects from such a condition. First, 
you become dissatisfied; second the owner receives 
poor work, and third the general public suffers, be- 
cause the poor work may, and often does, become dan- 
gerous. 

“T believe that a proper standardization of work 
would materially improve conditions, and this could be 
accomplished either through an ordinance passed by 
the City Council or by education—the latter method, of 
course, being a far slower process. 

“If specifications are standardized, so that archi- 
tects will have a definite knowledge, from your view- 
point, of, for instance, the gauge of sheet metal to be 
used for certain work, these specifications would be 
part of the contracts drawn under which the work 
would have to be done, and I am sure that the archi- 
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tects, through their two organizations here in Chicago, 
would be glad to cooperate with you in this manner. 

“With the license, the Health Department would 
have a means of controlling the sheet metal contractor 
who is naturally inclined to do poor work, as under 
such an ordinance it would be possible to revoke his 
license and thus prevent him from continuing in busi- 
ness. 

“But as I have said in the foregoing, the drafting of 
such an ordinance should be done very carefully and 
every condition seriously considered. 

“In conclusion, I want to state again that the Ven- 
tilating Division of the Health Department, and in-

President McFarland then spoke briefly of his ap- 
preciation of the benefits which had come to him as a 
member of the two organizations of sheet metal con- 
tractors with which he was connected and stated that 
such organizations as the Allied Sheet Metal Con- 
tractors’ Association of Chicago were of advantage, 
not only to the contractors themselves, but to the gen- 
eral public and building owners as well, owing to the 
fact that better work would be done and better mate- 
rial used. 

Andrew P. Dease, associate member, expressed his 
gratification over the progress which the Association 
had made during its few months of existence and 
stated that he believed that it would be well for the 
sheet metal contractors to have some means by which 
the work they did could be controlled by inspection 
under the city authorities, just as the plumbers, elec- 
tricians, bricklayers and other contractors engaged in 
the building trades were now subject to control. He 
stated that the Association as it stood now was nu- 
merically one of the strongest in the country in its 
particular branch of industry and that as it grew older 
its influence would no doubt make itself felt to a much 


higher degree. 
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Treasurer David M. Haines spoke briefly on the 
work which should be done by the committees repre- 
senting the various branches of the trade, so that bet- 
ter prices might be secured and a higher grade of work 
done. He called attention to the unsatisfactory condi- 
tion which obtains at the present time in the ventilat- 
ing branch, owing to the peddling by the general con- 
tractor as well as the steam fitting contractor of ven- 
tilation jobs, and stated that this condition could be 
materially improved by inducing the architects to have 
contracts for ventilation and other sheet metal work 
let separately rather than in conjunction with con- 
tracts for other work. 

Irving Washington, associate member, spoke on the 
interest which the supply houses naturally take in their 
customers. He said that one of the greatest troubles 
that the supply houses have was the inexperienced and 
unreliable contractor. If men knew how to do work 
right and how much it cost to do the right kind of 
work, there would be a good deal less dissatisfaction 
in the trade, more profits to all concerned, and the gen- 
eral public would be benefited in like measure. He 
expressed his appreciation of the work which the Asso- 
ciation was doing with regard to educating its mem- 
bers to a better knowledge of the elements that should 
enter into an estimate and promised the active sup- 
port, not only of his house but of all the associate 
members, in every activity along this line in which the 
Association might engage. 

After a few remarks by President McFarland on the 
value of maintaining a good business and personal 
reputation, A. George Pedersen, editor of AMERICAN 
ARTISAN, was called upon and spoke briefly on the 
work which had been accomplished by the Association. 
He promised on behalf of AMERICAN ARTISAN its 
active cooperation as well as the personal support of 
Mr. Stern and himself in every way possible to help 
the sheet metal contractors of Chicago improve the 
conditions under which they do business. 

Roy S. Purple, chairman of the Committee on Li- 
cense, urged the members to consider carefully the 
many various angles and conditions that must be pro- 
vided for in this ordinance and requested the mem- 
bers to make it a point to be present at the next meet- 
ing of the Association when consideration of the ordi- 
nance providing for a license for sheet metal contrac- 
tors will be the special order. 

Many compliments were showered upon the Com- 
mittee which had charge of the arrangements for the 
dinner and it was the universal opinion that this Get 
Together Dinner not only was the most successful 
affair in the history of the organization, but that it 
promised an even brighter future for the Association. 
The Committee was composed of O. M. Bales, chair- 
man, David M. Haines and A. George Pedersen.

OF TRADE AND THE MARKETS 








HEAVY BUYING AND ADVANCING PRICES 
MARK WEEK IN METAL MARKET. 


While a year ago the Metal Market was in a very 
unsettled condition, with prices in an unprofitable 
basis in many lines; with mills idle; with labor unem- 
ployed in large numbers, the situation today is alto- 
gether different: The demand is considerably greater 
today than the mills are able to supply at the present 
time. 

Inquiries and orders are coming in at a rate which 
a year ago would not have been thought possible, and 
this statement is altogether without regard to the large 
amount of business which is being placed for export. 
Domestic consumers of all kinds of metal are active 
buyers in the market. Labor is employed at full time 
and the mills in many instances are running above 
their normal capacity. 

In all lines, there is a distinct tone of firmness and 
many metals are being advanced from day to day. 

One of the important features of the market is the 
continued buying of large quantities of rails, struc- 
tural and rolling stock material by the railroads. As 
an indication of how heavy this buying is, it is worthy 
of mention that the recent order placed by the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad amounting to 175,000 tons of rails 
is the largest order of its kind in the past ten years 
with one exception. The month of October was the 
largest month of the present year in rail buying, with 
orders amounting to nearly 600,000 tons as compared 
with 325,000 tons in September. 

Bradstreet’s review of the trade says: “The trade 
and industrial stream is running fuller and in some 
cases is out of its banks. Warm weather is a draw- 
back temporarily to retail trade the country over, but 
helps the drying of corn and the threshing of wheat, 
now much delayed. Jobbing trade is more active, and 
industry shows a still speedier pace, with some hitherto 
lagging lines, such as lumber, especially at the South, 
naval stores, coal, jewelry and shoe manufacturing, 
reported making better progress. 

“Features of the week are increasingly cheerful re- 
ports from the South; enlarged shipments of wheat at 
the northwest; better collections at the South, North- 
west and Southwest; increased reorder business for 
fall, indicating past over-cautious buying; expansion 
of railway traffic East, West and South, and growing 
evidence of congestion of railway cars, motive power 
and terminals at and near New York. The expansion 
of demand for steel beyond the ability of mills to read- 
ily produce, and an export merchandise movement sur- 


' passing all previous experience.” 


STEEL. 
Specifications on shapes, plates and bars are ex- 
tremely heavy in practically all milling centers. In the 





Chicago district, there is an increasing difficulty in 
placing new business as the mills are practically all 
sold up for the rest of this year with very little free 
tonnage to offer for the first quarter and already have 
taken on considerable quantities for the second quarter. 
Large buying of railroad cars and orders placed by 
ship building concerns have given the market on plates 
unusual strength, so that it has assumed its rightful 
place along with bars and shapes. Structural shapes 
are becoming scarcer, but some of the smaller con- 
cerns in the Chicago district are still able to take on 
some tonnage. The uniform price on bars, plates and 
shapes is 1.69 cents Chicago mill. In the other steel 
making centers, practically the same conditions obtain 
as in Chicago. 
COPPER. 

The condition in the copper market which has been 
rather uncertain during the past month improved con- 
siderably during the week. Domestic consumers had 
been holding off and only buying sparingly for their 
immediate use, as they believed that producers would 
be unable to hold Electrolytic to 18 cents for any 
length of time under the increased production, but 
with the heavy purchases for export continuing the 
producers held their quotations steadily, and domestic 
consumers appear now to have come to a realization 
that it would not be good policy for them to delay 
placing their orders. Judging from the numerous in- 
quiries both for domestic and export consumption, 
there are orders waiting to be placed amounting to 
about 250 million pounds, and if these orders actually 
materialize, there is every reason to expect that the 
price will go up. New York quotations are as follows: 
Electrolytic, 18 to 18.12% cents; Prime Lake, 18 to 
18.12% cents; Casting, 17.37% to 17.6214 cents, which 
is an advance for the week of 25 points on Electrolytic 
and Casting. Exports for the month of October as re- 
ported by the New York Custom House amount to 
21,212 tons. 

WIRE PRODUCTS. 

It is not at all improbable that before the end of 
November, wire products will be advanced one or two 
dollars a ton, as manufacturers are literally swamped 
with business and most of them have withdrawn from 
the market, having enough tonnage on their books 
to keep their plants running at maximum capacity 
through the first quarter of 1916. 





TIN. 

The tin market has been rather excited during the 
past week owing to the development in the Balkans. 
It is said that heavy shipments are now under way 
from the East Indies and fears are entertained as to 
the probability of this tin coming through without 
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delay. This resulted in considerable business being 
done which has strengthened the market materially 
and quotations show a net gain of about 2% cents per 
pound for the week. Chicago warehouse prices have 
been advanced accordingly, the new quotations being, 
Pig tin 40 cents, and Bar tin 41 cents. Soller prices 
have also gone up, the new figures being, XXX Guar- 
anteed, %4 & %, 23% cents; Commercial, 14 & ¥, 
2134 cents; Number 1 Plumbers, 20% cents, an ad- 
vance of 1%4 cents. 


STEEL CHAINS ADVANCE. 

Manufacturers of steel chains have advanced prices 
from 3.05 to 3.20 cents for three inch, proof coil, 
chain, f. o. b. Pittsburgh. 

SHEETS. 

The market on steel/sheets in the Chicago district is 
in excellent condition, as the demand is heavy, but 
there is somewhat of an uncertainty as to the tounage 
which the mills can safely contract for, because their 
supply of sheet bars is not assured under the present 
condition of the steel market but at this time there is 
very little difficulty experienced by buyers in obtain- 
ing fair deliveries. 28 gauge black sheets may be ob- 
tained in the Chicago market at 2.29 cents, while blue 
annealed sheets are quoted at 1.89 cents. The leading 
independent maker in this district consistently re- 
mains out of the market on galvanized sheets, but 
Eastern mills are said to be offering tonnages at 3.79 
cents Chicago. In the Pittsburgh district it is reported 
that the month of October is one of the greatest in 
the history of sheet making and the leading interest 
there is said to have enjoyed the banner month in its 
history. Pittsburgh quotations are on a basis of 3.80 
cents for galvanized, with 2.30 cents for 28 gauge black 
sheets and 1.85 cents for blue annealed. Chicago 
warehouse prices on One Pass Cold Rolled Black 
Sheets have been advanced 15 points, the new quota- 
tion being 2.80 cents per hundred pounds for 28 
gauge. 

LEAD. 

The lead market is in a fairly firm condition, with 
New York prices on a basis of 4.90 cents per pound. 
East St. Louis was even stronger, the Spot quotation 
being 4.82% cents a pound for carload lots. This is 
an advance of 15 points over the prices quoted October 
30th in AMERICAN ARTISAN. Chicago warehouse 
prices have also gone up, the new quotations being, 
American pig, 5.15 cents and Bar, 5.65 cents. 





SPELTER. 

The spelter market is firm at 15 to 15% cents per 
pound in wholesale quantities, New York. In East 
St. Louis, the price held at 1434 cents to 1514 cents. 
A reliable authority on spelter is quoted as being of 
the opinion that the top level has now been reached 
and that from now on the market will be on a more 
uniform basis owing to the fact that the war order 
demand has been practically satisfied for a consider- 
able time to come. The Chicago warehouse price on 
spelter in slabs is 1514 cents, an advance of ™% cents 
over the week previous. 
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PIG IRON. 

The principal feature of the pig iron market is the 
advance of $1.00 per ton at Chicago and Birmingham, 
as well as in other centers, and a heavy buying move- 
ment in Pittsburgh where sales during the week have 
amounted to fully 250,000 tons. The makers in the 
Chicago district are now asking $16.50 for Northern 
Number 2 foundry for any delivery up to July 1, 1916, 
and this quotation is not even guaranteed for any 
length of time, which owing to the strength in the 
market indicates that a higher level may be reached 
before long. It is generally accepted that all possible 
productive capacity will be active by December first, 
as very large tonnages have been booked for the first 
half of 1916, and as there is comparatively little iron 
in the furnace yards. In the Pittsburgh district, the 
quotation is $15.50 Valley for prompt and future de- 
livery on Northern Number 2 and Malleable. Bir- 
mingham reports that pig iron makers in this district 
have practically emptied their yards. During the past 
two weeks, the bulk of the sales in this district has 
been at $13.00 for Southern Number 2 foundry. This 
price, it is expected, will go to $13.50 within a few 
days, as the inquiry is good. Production for the past 
month is reported to have been at an increased rate. 





The Matthew Addy Company’s Market Report, Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, November 5, 1912: 

Business has been coming so rapidly this week that more 
than one furnace has declined more tonnage than it booked. 
Others have simply withdrawn from the market for the time 
being. One Southern furnace company has advised us that it 
has sold so much and has so much iron to deliver that it sees 
no reason to keep on selling, and its books are closed until 
such time as the Birmingham market reaches $15.00. At pres- 
ent it is firm at $13.00. Southern Ohio is $16.00. And no one 
in the iron business believes that prices are near a stopping 
place. Demand continues to increase and this of course means 
that quotations will keep on stiffening. 

The market feature this week has been the very large 
deals that have been negotiated quietly. There have been in 
the Middle West orders placed, each exceeding 15,000 tons, 
and all over the country purchasing has been steady. Day 
after day the buying has been going on without interruption. 

One of the great students of the iron trade told us today 
that in his opinion iron and steel had simply made agood start 
and this this present movement was bound to be of long 
duration. 

Furnace shipments are on the increase, and they have 
developed a shortage in several directions. Basic iron. is 
wanted in greater quantities than are obtainable. High Silicon 
irons are scarce and growing scarcer, while there is a famine 
in the high grade steel alloys. Coke is still on the up grade. 

It is to be noted that railroad purchases are increasing. 
It is high time that railroads bought more cars, as there 1s 
already in many places and on many lines the greatest diffi- 
culties in getting supplies.
